LESS COAL BEING USED 
IN CANADA ; 


Coal consumption in Canada has 
decteused approximately . 3,500,000 
tons cn the past year. Statistics now 
available show the quantity of coal 
mad: available for. the consumption 
in Canada in 1980 was $1,865,880 
tons, as compared with 365,278,683 
tons te preceding yeas 

Thie decrease is due to several 
causes, one of which is the increas- 
ing use of electricity and to the in- 
creased use of waterpower instead of 
steampower in the generating of the 
electricity. 

It is estimated electric power has 
displaced the consumption of coal in 
Canada to the ertent of 14,500,000 
tons in 1930. This estimate is based 
on the average coal consumption per 
kilowat hour of all public utility el- 
ectric power plants in the United 
States during 1929, wihch places the 
equivalent of coal to electricity as 
1.59 pounds of coal per k.w.h. 

While consumption of coal last 
year shows a decrease, the output of 
central electric generating . stations 
has increased from 18,014 million 
kilowatt hours in 1929 to 18,256 in 
1980. The large stations, generat 
approximately 96 per cent. of the 
totad electrical output, generated only 
802 million kilowatt hours by steam 
power in 1980; as compared with 331 
millions in the preceding year.

During the debate on the budget in 
the Alberta Legislature the question 
cf co-operatives was very much in the 
fore. Mr. Howson, Liberal, Edmon- 
ton, dwelt at considerable length up- 
on the present financial condition of 
rural co-operatives, and demanded a 
full investigation, in order to pro- 
tect public moneys now vested in 
thes® organization. Ai house vote 
supported a Conservative amendment 
to Mr, Howson’s motion, with the re- 
sult that the question has been re- 
ferred to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee. 

Since that time strong sentiment 
has “evidenced itself in favor of a 
thorough investigation into the mat- 
ter. ‘Wisdom and fairness demand 
that such an investigation be made-- 
‘wisdom indicates that it would be in 
the interests of the gevernment, ‘the 
co-operatives involved, and the pab- 
lie to institute a probe that would al- 
lay suspicions; fairness decrees that, 
if there ‘‘is something rotten in the 
state of Denmark,’’ the opposition 
and the public are entitled to learn 
what that something is. 

Mr. Howson claimed that tho af- 
fairs of co-operative credit s<cieties 
were in many cases in a ‘‘terrible 
mess.’’ Dealing with the Provincial 
Aduitor’s report, he pointed out that 
the government had guaranteed ¢o- 
operative credit societies in the prov- 
ince to the amount of $1,760,390 at 
November 30, 1930, that of the loans 
made to the societies, $204,651 was 
considered by the author to be ‘‘ bad 
debts’’; $279,939 ‘‘doubtful’’ and 
$368,455 ‘‘tied up and slow.’’ He 
charged that officials of some socie- 
ties had been incompetent and irreg- 
ularities had appeared in their rec- 
ords; in some cases secretaries had 
objected to the audit; in others no 
applications could be located for 
loans advanced, and that there was 
no record that the money had been 
spent by borrowers for the purposes 
specified in applications. 

it is a sweeping denunciation, and, 
if there is a reasonably strong sus~- 
picion that it is justified by condi- 
tions, the argument that an investi- 
gation would involve unnecessary 
expense is almost ludicrous. 

Other arguments advanced by the 
government against Mr. Howson’s 
proposal are ilbuminating. 

Mr. A. G. Andrew's U.F.A., Sedge- 
wick, claimed that it would be unfair 
to make an evaluation when values 
of land and of al! agricultural  pro- 
ducts were at their present how lev- 
els. He did not consider the possib- 
that the investigators could 
make allowances for such low levels.

He suggested that amendments 
to the Co-operative Credit So- | 
cleties Act, providing for larg- 
er sinking fund reserves to take | 


care of possible losses, would obviate 


the necessity for a probe. How these 


amendments would reveal whether or 
not serious irregularities existed in 
connection with co-operatives, or how 


to eradicate such irregularities if 
they did exist, Mr. Andrews neglect- 
ed to mention. 

The Honorable R. G. Reid, Provin- 
cial Treasurer, declared that the var- 
ious co-operative societies within two 
years ‘‘can pull out of the condition 
io which they find themselves more 
quickly than they got into it.’’ This 
is @ generality which can hardly ap- 
peal to business men. The auditor 


has labelled certain government loans 
as ‘‘bad debts.’’ In his appraise- 
ment he must ‘have taken into ac- 
count recuperative powers of the or- 
ganizations. ‘‘Bad debts’’ means 
only one thing. 

Mr. Reid also pointed out that the 
auditor’s aecount indicated there are 
localities in Which societies are func- 
tioning well. It would be strange if 
it didn’t. As an argument against 
investigating suspicious cases, if it 
were intended as such, this is irre- 
valent. As well might the captain 
of a sinking vessel, on being told that 
there was a hole in the stern, state 
cheerfully that there were no holes 
in the bow. 

Mr. Reid stated that it would be 
unfortunate if any action were tak- 
en at the present time which would 
weaken the morale of the people on 
the land, and lessen the government’s 
chances of repayment from _ those 
who had every intention of meeting 
their loans. Perhaps Mr. Reid does 
not realide that the purpose of the 
invetigation would be to strengthen 


the morale of the people on the land, | 


by removing the uncertainty which 
suspicion brings, and to increase the 
government’s chances of repayment 
of loans from all sources. 

Premier Brownlee declared that 
Mr. Howson had not presented a true 
picture of affairs. Actual trading op- 
erations of the societies, he maintain- 
ed, did not affect the status of the 
government ’s guarantees. He neith- 
er disputed nor explained Mr. How- 
son’s figures. He felt that many-- 
but apparently not alli-of the pres- 
ent difficulties of tthe societies were 
due to economic conditions. 

Mr. Hugh Farthing, Conservative, 
urged that the matter be referred to 
the Public Accounts, committee, and 
his amendment was passed. Yet not 
one effective argument against hold 
ing an investigation was made in 
the house. No one disputed Mr. How- 
son’s figures. The poirts he made 
were sidetracked. 

This action has removed any ves. 
tiges of doubt as to the urgent need 
for an impartial and thorough inves- 
tigation.

TOLL OF ACCIDENTS 


A booklet, issued by a United Stat- 
es insurance company, provides some 
remarkable contrasts, and brings in- 
to new prominence the question of 
traffic thoughtlesness. 

The number of persons killed in 
accidents in the United States dur- 
ing 1930 was 32,500; the total injur- 
ed for the same period was 962,325. 
During the 18 months’ participation 
in the Great War by the United 
States army, 50,510 men were killed 
in action. In the 18 months ended 
December 31, the number of United 
States civilian killed by accidents was 
50,900. 


Because war casualties occur in 
approximately the same area, are 
tabulated shortly after they have 


occurred, and receive peculiar public- 
ity, their significance is usually much 
more widely appreciated than that 
of accident fatalities.

BALDWIN WILL HANG 

Calgary, March 26. 

Rejecting an insanity plea, a Sup- 
reme Court Jury, after 50 minutes 
deliberation, brought in a verdict of 
‘‘guilty’’? in the murder trial of 
Frederick Baldwin, age 26 years, 
charged with the Ohristmas Day 
shooting of Miss Maud Law, 5 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing pronounc- 
ed the death sentence, and ordered 
Baldwin to be taken to .Lethbridge 
jail and there kept in custody until 
June 10, when he will be ‘‘hanged 
by the neck until dead.’’ On this 
date Mike Radko and Bertram Jones 
will also forfeit their lives for the 
killing last August of Ernest Mid- 
winter. ’ 

The case opened before His Lord- 
thip Tuesday morning. The case for 
the Crown lasted until 3:10 o’clock 
that afternoon, when the defence op- 
ened. Wednesday morning Baldwin 
was placed on the stand claiming a 
lapse of memory covering a_ period 
prior to’ the shooting. Mental ex- 
perts were called by the defence, and 
others called by the Crown in rebut- 
tal. The entire afternoon, up until 
4:10 o'clock, when the jury retired, 
was occupied by addresses to the 
jury by Lieut.-Col. Harold Millican 
for the defence, A. L, Smith, K. C., 
for the Grown, and His Lordship.. 

Baldwin veceived the sentence in 
the same unconcerned manner which 
he adopted throughout the entire 
hearing. He spoke in a clear voice, 
and, still chewing gum, was was led from 
the room. ,

Winnipeg, March 21--Legislation 
to enable formation of a 100 per 
cent. pool for grain in Manitoba will 
not be brought down at the current 
session, declared Premier John Brack- 
en in expressing the intention of 
the ratification bilf on wheat pool 
guarantees, but discussion was ad- 
journed. 

The future of the Manitoba Wheat 
Pool and possible disposition of the 
government’s liability on ‘bank-ad- 
vance backing wilt depend largely on 
the poyal commission probe into pool 
management, said Mr. Bracken, E. 
K. Williams, K.C., sits as a one-man 
commission beginning next week. The 
premier stated the commission’s re- 
port would probably be ready in six 
weeks,

THE PROBLEM OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Speaking in -the Senate on Wed- 
nesday, Hon, Gideon Robertson, min- 
ister of labor, said that the system 
of joint unemployment relief adopt- 
ed at the special session of parlie- 
ment last fall had produced benefiic- 
iat results. It had resulted in $69,- 
000,000 being subscribed by the Do- 
minion, the provinces, municipalities 
and railways to provide work and 
relief. 

The minister has every right to be 
satisfied with the: manner in which 
he administered the plan and the co- 
operation he reieved from all sides. 
Conditions would have been much 
more serious throughout the country 
if such action had not been taken 
under the leadership of the federal 
government. 

But it must be evident to him as 
to everyone else that the problem 
of unemployment has not been solv- 
ed. It is stilt here and pressing for 
permanent solution. Spending mil- 
lions of money of direct relief and 
on work, much of which would, un- 
‘der normal conditions, be done in the 
Yuture, is a system meant only for 
‘a national crisis. It is not a perma- 
‘nent, economic method.

AROUSES 


| The. Soviet authorities have re- 
\‘fused to allow a representative of 
tthe Canadian Press to make a sur- 
vey of economic conditions in Rus- 
sia, and more especially of wheat 
production. Canadians may draw 
‘their own conclus'ons fron) the inci- 
\dent, It is inconceivable, for instance 
that the Canadian government would 
not permit Soviet emissaries to 
study Canadian methods of raising 
‘wheat. This country has nothing to 
hide. Its economic progress is open 
to the widest inepection, The United 
‘States and other foreign cauntries 
are thoroughly conversant with con- 
ditions here. They are in @ position

to check up and challenge if need 
be, any trade reports issued by the 
Dominion government. Canadian 
trade statistics are open to world 
‘inspection. 

A few years ago agents of Soviet 
Russia visited Alberta for the pur- 
‘pose of buying horses. No surveil- 
tance was attached to their move- 
ments. They were free to g° 
where they would and to discuss 
matters with anyone they chose. 

The Russian refusal lends sup- 
port to a view somewhat generally 
entertained that conditions in that 
country are not quite so satisfactory 
as Russian official propagande _re- 
presents. If everything is as claim- 
ed in Soviet diterature now being dis- 
tributed throughout the world, it is 
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hard to see why Stalin and’Company 
object to a Canadian survey. On 
the other hand, their objection ‘bug 


gests they have much to hide from 
the outside world. No othér reason- 
able construction can be mede. ~ If 
their refusal had been due, to re- 
sentment over the Canadian ban on 
imports, nothing could have heen 
simpler than to say so, This they 
omitted to do.
